After an intensive investigation of 
the driver demerit point system used 
in the United States, Manitoba and 
Nova Scotia, Ontario has decided to | 
adopt it in November. 

Donald Collins, deputy minister of 
transport and A. G.. MacNab, regis- 
trar of motor vehicles, made the 
announcement to the Road Safety 
Workshops conference this week. 

Mr. Collins said the system is de- 
signed to protect safe drivers from 
chronic violators of the Highway 
Traffic Act and the Criminal Code.

That's 
what the sloth, a primitive South 
American animal, has to do. 

But, then, the sloth is a very 
topsy-turvy animal anyway — 


even its hair is back to front! Be- 


eause they live upside down, its 
hair runs the opposite way. to 
ether animals,’ so the rain can 
run off it. 


Here's another oddity about the 
sloth: most tree ‘animals have 
well-developed tails that help to 
improve tHeir balance as they 
run along the branches and al-~ 
low the animal to suspend itself, 
leaving its hands and feet free 
to gather leaves and fruits for 


food. But the sloth? Its tail is a- 


ridiculous 
stump! 

Its limbs, however, more than 
make up for this. They are slen- 
der but very strong, with long 
elaws, curved like hooks. Moving 
about in trees, the sloth is very 
sure-footed, but on the ground, 
it can move only with the great- 
est difficulty, placing one foot 
forward at a time and dragging 
the wody slowly and laboriously 
after it. This doesn’t really mat- 
ter, however, because sloths nor- 
mally never come down from the 
trees. 

They feed entirely on fruits, 
buds and leaves, which they 
ogee with their hands, often 

ging suspended only by their 
hind limbs as they pass the food 
to their mouths. 

Their proverbial slowness 
makes it remarkable that they 
should have survivied for so 
long, because they would be far 
too sluggish to deal effectively 
with attacks by other animals. 


They have, however, the pro- 
tective advantage of exception- 
a’ly efficient camouflage.

Public bath houses abound in 
Japan. That is because most 
dwelling houses have no bath- 
room: In such places there is 
generally mixed bathing. Men 
and women strip and get into 
the same enormous indoor pool:

It is just that their 
conventions do not make them 
conscious of nudity. 


There are also an enormous 
number of Turkish or steam 
baths. In some you can get a 
private room with a girl to bath 
you.

‘To Six Wives! 


A man is living with six wives 
to-day, in modern Salt Lake 
City. It sounds incredible, for 
the Mormon Church abolished 
Jural marriage in 1890, orthodox 
ormons are dead against it, 
and since 1935 “unlawful co- 
habitation” with plural wives 
has been a severely punishable 
felony. 


Yet U.S. author Samual W. 
Taylor has visited the man and 
met his six wives, living in sep- 
arate apartments in a big old 
house von the city’s decayed west’ 
side. “MacRoy Byers,” who 
works in real estate, is not his 
real name. Taylor has had to 
veil names and other details, to 
gave him from prison, in.. re- 
lating his amazing story: “I 
Have Six Wives.” 

“You realize that I am _ plac- 
ing my life in your hands?” By- 
ers said-° before showing him 
round. If Taylor himself hadn't 
been the Mormon son of a 
father who also had six wives 
in the days when it was deem- 
ed the right thing to do, and 
written a book on the subject, :

and Sibyl, the youngest, . fair, 
calm, placid. 

They had married Byers, 
within the Fundamentalist: faith 
which has secretly reverted to 
plural marriage, during the past 
eight years, and there were 
twenty-eight children. 


Before that he had contracted 
a normal marriage with a girl, 
Peggy, who bore him a son. In- 
tensely religious he regarded 
polygamists as crackpots—until 
his brother George became one 
and his parents called a family 
conference to deal with the 
scandal. 


Byers went to work on George 
to “save” him, but in the pro- 
cess was himself converted by 
studying Fundamentalist doc- 
trines. Peggy pleaded with him 
in vain, and in the end, incited 
by her outraged mother, di- 
vorced him. 


Byers then married Golda at

His fourth wife, 
renamed Becky, whom. he mar- 
ried in 1940, was Wilma Larsen, 
beautiful, cultured heiress — 
daughter of a rich businessman 
with a showplace home, four 
cars and riding stables. 


Wilma first went to Byers for 
enlightenment on “the Principle” 
because she had become inter- 
ested in it. Roy asked, was she 
disposed to enter it- and marry 
him if he approached her father 
with a proposal? She said: 
“You'd better not, Roy. He'd 
shoot you.” " 

Roy duly did so, to be met 
with the threat: “You try mix- 
ing my daughter ni that. filthy 
mess and I'll blow your guts 
out!” 

When Wilma did eventually 
leave home to marry him, Roy 
had to leave town for a time 
because Larsen and Wilma’s 
brothers were all gunning for 
him. 

All four earlier wives rebelled 
when, at fourteen, the -volup- 
tuous honey-blonde Sibyl joined 
her sister Pepita — to become 
Roy's sixth wife.

It's just 10 years since her first 
lone travel assignment when 
George VI appointed her to 
represent him at the accession 
of Queen Juliana of the Nether- 
lands. The irrepressible Princess 
had pleaded “Let me go!” as a 
breakfast table joke and con- 
fessed to “butterflies in the tum- 
my” when her father agreed. 

Expecting to be offered a 
homely guest room, she was as- 
tonished to find herself in a 12- 
room suite — with empty beds to 
Fpare —. in Amsterdam's No. 1 
hotel.

. In Cremona, Italy, 43-year-o1d 
Gina, a mule, is awaiting a Gov- 
ernment pension.

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By The Ancient 
Well Of Joseph 


Cairo is traversed by a canal 
which issues from the Nile a 
little below the old town, ‘and, 
having passed through immense 
and. innumerable heaps of rub- 
bish, enters the modern capital 
on the south side, goes out at the . 
north, and, winding round the 
wall, makes a second entrance 
on the west, and terminates in 
the Birket el Esbequier. The out- 
line of the city is nearly that 
of a quadrant, being square to- 
wards the north and east, and 
cireular towards the south and 
west. 

This artificial river is of the 
greatest consequence to the in- 
habitants; for, besides furnish- 
ing them with the inundation, 
continues with an abundant sup- 
ply of water for all the purposes 
of domestic life, it affords the 
means of replenishing a variety 
of small lakes, both inside and 
outside the walls, on which ‘they 
ply their pleasure-boats, and en- 
joy a variety of other recreations 
suited to their indolent luxury 
or to the softness of their deli- 
cious climate. ... 


In one of these sheets of water 
is observed the lotus—that mys- 
terious plant so highly esteem- 
ed by the ancient Egyptians, the 
flower of which contrasts: so 
beautifully with the liquid 
ground on which it reposes, as 
well as with the arid waste by 
which it is surrounded. 


The citadel, which occupies 
part of the ridge of Mokattam, is 
a place of considerable strength, 
but like most other’ ancient 
buildings in Egypt, greatly en- 
cumbered with ruins. . 

The Well of Joseph, in the 
middle of the fortress, calls us 
back to the twelfth century, the 
era of the renowned Saladin, by 
whom it was excavated, and 
whose name, Yousef, it continues 
to bear. It is about 45 feet in 
circumference at the top, and 
is dug. through the soft calcare- 
ous rock to the depth of about 
270 feet, where it meets a spring 
of brackish water on a level with 
the Nile, from which indeed it is 
derived—owing its saline im- 
pregnation to the nature of the 
soil through which it has fil- 
tered. 


The water is raised by buc- ™ 


kets by means of two wheels 
turned by oxen—the on@ being 
on the,surface of the ground, the 
other at\the depth of 150 fget. 
The main use of this celebrated 
cistern, besides partly supply- 
ing the garrison, is to irrigate 
the adjoining gardens, and keep 
alive the little verdure which 
adorns the interior of the fort- 
ress; but it is preserved in tol- 
erable repair, from the consid- 
eration that, were the place ever 
subjected to a siege, the stream 
of Joseph’s Well would become 
the sole reliance of the troops as 
well as the numerous inhabi-

House Honored 


A hundred years is a great 
ege for a fashion house. Not 
many achieve it. Centenary 
celebrations take on added im- 
portance for being such rare oc- 
casions, 

The fashion house of Worth, 
celebrating its 100th anniversary 
in July of this year, is one of 
the oldest couture houses in the 
world, 

Charles Worth, the founder, 
son of a poor solicitor, was ap- 
prenticed till 1845 to Swan and 
Edgar, a large store in Picca- 
dilly Circus, London. 

Without money and_ without 
introductions, however, he was 
drawn away to Paris and got a 
jcb ut Maiton Gagelin, where ne 


soon became Chiief designer. In . 


1858, Charles Worth launched 


out on his own, opening a salon. 


in the rue de la Paix. 

Worth’s fortune was made 
when his first court customer, 
the Princess de Metternich, 
brought the Princess Eugenie to 
his salon. The ladies of the court 
of the Second Empire followed, 
demanding clothes for the many 
state occasions and “court balls. 

Fabulous days brought fabu- 
lous clothes. More and more 
material went into skirts and 
Worth introduced the crinolire 
to cope with draperies. 

Despite. his later efforts to 
banish this symbol of elegance 
and leisure, women clung to it 


until ‘the Second Empire coi- 
lapsed and the most austere 
days of the. Third Republic 


Lrought the straighter lines worn 
toward the end of the 19th cén- 
tury. 

By: this time fashion-conscious 
ladies of Boston and New York 
had discovered. Paris. In the

WOMAN DOES A. MAN SIZE JOB 


On August 28, 1952, Margaret 
Rebecca Dunseith became Can- 
da's first woman air traffic con- 
troller. Only. five others have 
since managed to invade this 
male stronghold. 


Marg has now survived five 
years as air traffic policewoman 
at Toronto Island airport, a small 
but busy field built on reclaimed 
harbor land, just 20 minutes by 
car and ferry from the city’s 
downtown business district: She 
takes turns with four men clear- 
ing and landing planes and 
guarding the movements of any 
man or machine moving on the 
two runways and two taxi-strips 
squaring out before her glass 
tower. During those five years 
she has seen the traffic increase 
60 percent until, one day early 
this year, the ‘field boasted 912 
landings and take-offs -—- an 
average of one every 37 seconds. 


It’s a lively niche that Marg 
found and liked after bouncing 
in and out of hospital dietetics, 
fretting up soda fountains and 
working in radio for six years 
Curing ich she did almost 
everything except generate the 
station’s power. 


Her present job may lack the 
variety of commercial radio but 
it’s seldom dull. Flanked by 
radio equipment and wind in- 
struments, she constantly scans 
the horizon and the tarmac. The 
island is a favorite landing spot 
for executives and their own 
aircraft and is the starting point 
for chartered flights Marg keeps 
careful watch too on fledgling 
pilots who, again and again, take 
off, circle the field and land. 
She uses a flashing light to signal 
plane or ground traffic without 
radio. Radio equipped craft have 
a choice of four frequencies. with 
which to contact her. At busy 
fimes during the day, she is 
reaching every few seconds for 
the radio microphone suspended 
over her desk and gives landing 
instructions unintelligible ‘to. lay~ 
men! 

“Papa zulu (Cessna with call 
ietters TPZ), island tower reads 
you loud and clear. It will be 
runway twenty-four ,one facing 
southwest). Wind two three zero 
degrees at ten (wind is from 
220 degrees and 10 miles per 
hour). Altimeter reading three 
zero one zero (pressure at sea 
level). Clear No. 1 to land (there 
:s no one ahead of you).” She 
waits for his reply: “Roger, check 
landing instruments, Papa zulu.” 
To a helicopter ready for take- 
off: “Hold clear, Juliet Uncle 
Bravo. Landing traffic.” 

Marg’s field, bounded on/three 
‘ides by water, presents 1 mental 
hazard to pilots, .She tkerefore 
kkeens a close eve on the Cessna 
as he ‘approaches the 3,000-foot 


runway. When he is safely down 
she radios his parking space, 
icgs him in and starts Juliet 
Yincle Bkavo on his way. A tape 
yachine records everything she 
saves and can aceuse her later if 
she errs ; 

She works closely with the 


weatherman located on the next 
floor agian. He delivers:* report 
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‘ controller at the 


at exactly five minutes past 
¢ach. hour and she, in turn, 
passes on any information she 
gleans from her pilots. “Dave, 
Echo Papa Delta (another Cess- 
na) says the ceiling is just 1,500.” 


The area control center at 
nearby Malton, one of eight in 
Canada responsible for the 
movement and safety of all air- 
craft, is as close as -her tele- 
phone. She clears all pilots’ 
fsight plans with Malton so that 
controllers at the center will 
take over responsibility for the 
craft when it goes beyond five 
miles of her tower. They in 
turn tell her what flights to ex- 
pect. During lulls, she checks 
any new rules from Ottawa, con- 
tinues her watch, perhaps nibbles 
on her sandwich lunch and waits 

. apparently relaxed but ready 
to act. Jerry Thornton, senior 
island tower 
feels that uncertainty makes the 
job strenuous, 

“The difficulty is that you 
never know what's going to hap- 
pen next. One minute all is quiet, 
and the next, everything breaks 


‘loose. You've got to be on your 


toes all the time.” 

Marg has"fong been reconciled 
to the fact that the quiet mom- 
ents are only preludes to oie» 
periods when time streaks by 
and her world shrinks to the 
tower and the tarmac. 


Hurricane Hazel brought one 
of those hectic days. In October, 
1954, the Caribbean-spawned 
storm lashed. the Toronto area 
with 70-mile-an-hour winds and 
drenched the countryside with 
eight inches of water in a matter 
of hours. The Friday night down- 
pour turned the Humber River 
into a torrent that swept away 
bridges, roads, and telephone 
and power poles. Homes with 
sleeping occupants collapsed in 
its path. Property damage totaled 
$25 million. 

At eight the next morning 
when Marg went on duty, a 
search for 81 flood victims was 
under way just a few miles fron® 
ner tower. She plugged in her 
radio receiver and learned that 
telephone lines: were down. be- 
tween Toronto and Malton air- 
tort, the city’s major field, and 
traffic was at a standstilk. Hun- 
creds of stranded passengers 
were waiting at Malton and even 


more were stuck in city hotels 
and air. line offices: Air trave!, 
doubly important in the emer- 
fency, was at a standstill until 


a shuttle could get going between 
Maiton and the island, 

Marg, the only controller on 
Cuty that day, kept up a steady 
pace. DCes landed, unloaded, r: 
loaded and demanded clearance 
from he Telephone messages 
came in for Malton .and she ra- 
died them out. She summoned 


water taxis to get people to the 
mainland and found hote, rooms 
for many. 

As she: dashed from the tele- 
phone to the radio, she was bare- 
'v conscious of pilots and anxious 
offiefals jammed into her to 
Ry four o'clock that afternoon 
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‘Later she was also 
comand of towers at Lethbridge,

ed she had also become his secre- 
tary and had to concoct her own 


shorthand. In much the same 
manner, Squires also made her 
merchandising manager, respon- 
sible for promoting the sale of 
products advertised on the air. 
She often helped merchants set 
up window displays to tie in 
with their broadcast commer~- 
cials, 


By 1943 she was running her 


. own music and chatter program, 


“Friends and Feminity,” an- 
nouncing others, writing script, 
doing secretarial work and saies 
promotion. 


Whenever recruiting officers 
tor the women’s service came 
to town, Marg interviewed them 
on the air. “They always urged 
me to join up, too,” recalls Marg. 
“And I began to think I should 
be doing something important. 
There were no boys in our fam~ 
ily — I only had two younger 
sisters — and the responsibility, 
for war work seemed to fall on 
me, Ll 


This nagging feeling grew so 
acute that she finally sent in an 
application to the air force. No 
svoner was this in the mail than 


‘she opened a newspaper to see 


an ad for women air traffic con- 


ree ants “for the dura- 
tion, iz appealed to her more. 


Her applicatioi? was one of 40 
selected out of 600. 


After a blitz course In traftic 
control procedures, meteorology 


“and air regulations, she went to 


the Uplands airport tower at 
Ottawa. She looked after flight 
plans, took all telephone meés- 
sages, logged planes in and out, 
cleared planes or jeeps taxiing 
en the field and relieved the 
controller of routine work so he 
was free to: handle air traffic. 
second in 


Alta. and London, Ont. Towards 
the end of the war she moved 
1a the area control center at Mal- 
ton, just outside of Toronto. 

At Malton, she worked behind 
the scenes, recording all flights 
in a roughly-triangular area 
bounded by Toronto, Kapuskas- 
ing and Trenton, and tracing 
pilots who were overdue. “A job 
with a lot of tension,” says Ron 
Harris, now airport manager and 
Marg’s boss at that time. After 
the war she also helped train 
RCAF veterans in Traffic con- 
trol procedures, 

Although she longed to work 
again in a tower where there is 
visual. control of planes, Marg 
tad hittle hope of doing so, She 


could not become @ fully-quali- 
fied controller because one re- 
quisite barred her from trying 
the exams — she was a woman. 


“Anyone working in an area 
control center is a good target 
for ulcers,” Marg says foday. 
“After seven years, I'd had 
enough. I was toying with the 
idea of going back to radio when 
the Department of Transport 
changed its mind about women.” 

The new ruling, passed late 
in. 1951, applied only to women 
joining the service during the 
war. Marg sent in an application 
and transferred to the tower to 
brush up on her practical work. 


Exams came up the following’ 


April. 

The examiner presented an 
unexpected hurdle. He hadn't 
heard of the revised ruling and 
refused to let her write. Even- 
tually he agreed to check with 
Ottawa while she wrote the three 
papers. She averaged 82 percent 
and later passed a medical. 

To qualify as a controller, Marg 
needed only a practical test to 
prove she could handle an 
emergency. Early that summer 
she was-on duty at Malton when 
a twin-engine Crane radioed 
“trouble”. Two pilots were 
aboard. One was a_ personal 


‘ friend of Marg's who had gone 


along only to familiarize his 
companion with the controls. 

“T felt sick,” Marg remembers, 
“but I called for the crash equip- 
ment and cleared the runways. 
By that time I could see they 
weren't going to make it. They 
came down less than a mile 
away, tearing out telephone 
wires and power lines. Then the 
plane went up in flames.” 

For the next two hours Marg 
was on the telephone. She called 
doctors, firemen and police. 
Transport officials “had to be 
notified. She told the telephone 
company their lines were down 
ard called the electric power 
authorities about the live wires. 
When she learned both boys 
had been instantly killed, she 
phoned some of their friends. 


Six. hours later when she had . 


finished her other work, she 
went home and collapsed. 

Her experience in this emer- 
‘gency entitled her to the first air 
controller’s licence granted in 
Canada to a woman. Five others 
subsequently qualified before the 
door again closed to women. One 
has retired to become a house-~- 
wife; 


nipeg. The fifth, in Edmonton, 
has graduated to a job in area 
traffic control. 

Marg\stayed on at Malton for 
another year as an_ assistant 
waiting for a controller’s posting. 
In 1953, when the Department 
of Transport realized that traf- 
fic at the 14-year-old island air- 
port needed a control tower, she 
got her present job. That year 
she helped log 100,000 plane 
landings and takeoffs. Since 
tren she has watched them grow 
to 145,000. Even though the air- 
port operates only during day- 
light hours, this figure last year 
represented the ninth heaviest 
air traffic in Canada. 

Marg manages to work amid 
this activity without any qualms. 
“You can only\land one plane 
at a time so there's n@ point in 
getting excited.” 

And she doesn’t. She’s as much 
41 home in the island tower as 
she was as a girl on her father’s 
silver fox and dairy farm near 
Stratford.

Less 
than a year later, when Frank 
Squires offered her a job in 
radio, she snapped it up. 

She adjusted easily to the pres- 
sure of radio. Deadlines taught 
her to work calmly in the midst 
cf tension and she becume ac- 
customed to tackling any job. 
The experience didn’t go amiss 
in air traffic control. The plane 
aecident she helped cover lessen- 
ed the shock at Lethbridge when 
she faced her first crash from a 
cofifrol tower and had to step

“No one ‘likes a crash,” says 
Marg, “but you do what you can 
end then try to forget it: I’ve 
only had the two in 15 years—at 
Lethbridge and Malton— but one 
controller had two in a%month.

“At about 9,000 feet, we ar- 
rived in a narrow rocky canyon,” 
Obern: reported later. “It was the 
first time we had seen such 4 
thing. The current was very 
strong. I tried to find the bot- 
tom but it was impossible. I was 
afraid our engines were not 


powerful enough, so I decided 


.Obern 


to ascend. Later, divers inspected 
the protective wings on either 
side of the FNRS and discovered 
we had touched both rock walls. 
This was the most exciting try 
we've ever had.” 


At the Uraga Dockyards on 
the mouth of Tokyo Bay that 
afternoon, Obern and his chief, 
Comdr. Georges Houot, enthusi- 
astically discussed the submarine 
explorations. “Too many people 
have been looking up instead of 
down,” explained Houot, “Even 
the scientists have neglected the 
bathyscaphe. The craters of the 
moon are better charted than 
the bottom of the ocean. It is 
difficult to change the minds of 
scientific people. They are used 
te learning about the sea from 
the surface. In the bathyscaphe 
we can go down and see it as 
it is.” 

Houot’s FNRS LI, with whic 
he has been diving since 1954, 
is nothing short of an under- 
water blimp. Conceived after 
World War II by diver-balloon- 
ist Auguste Piccard, it has a 
“gasbag” hull filled with 20,000 
gallons of gasoline instead of 
sir. To descend, gasoline is re- 
leased and water (which is 1.4 
times heavier) allowed to enter 
and fake its place. For the 
ascent, bird-shot ballast is elec- 
tromagnetically dropped light- 
ening the craft. 

Many of Houot’s descents have 
teen made in the Mediterranean 
where. he set a record of 13,287 
feet in 1954, The series of Ja- 
panese dives in which he and 
are now engaged (last 
month’s.was the sixth of nine) 
are sponsored by Asahi Shimbun, 
one of Japah’s largest newspaper 
chains, They were conceived by 
Frof. Tadayoshi Sasaki, professor

Tokyo has been the capital 
of Japan for less than a hundred 
years. It has grown to its vast 
size within that short time and 
is now linked completely with 
Yokohama, Japan's biggest sea- 
port, which is seventgen miles 
from the centre of Tokyo. 

Previously, for more than a 
thousand years, the capital of 
the country was Kyoto, right in 
the heart of the main island. The 
journey by air from Tokyo took 


‘me more than threé hours. It is, 


in fact, half as far again as Paris 
is from Loridon. 

. This ancient capital is today 
full of priests and pagodas and 
shrines. There are 1,540 Buddhist 
temples and 231 Shinto shrines. 
Shintoism is a secondary religion, 
but an extremely active one. 

It should not, however, be 
supposed that Kyoto is now a 
dead city — a museum piece. It 
is the second largest city in 
Japan, ranking next to Tokyo, 
with a population of a million 
and a quarter and has a great 
many industries, such as lacquer 
ware, porcelain, silk-weaving, 
brocades and bronze. Most of the 
loveliest kimonos of Japan are 
made there. 

The town is surrounded by 
hills which are dotted by cha- 
lets very much like those you 


gee in Switzerland. In fact, but. 


for the pagodas which lift their 
many-serried roofs above the 
trees, you ‘might think you 
were in Europe. 

When I was there John Wayne, 
the American film actor, was in 
the same hotel, with a company 
of thirty artists and about fifty 
film technicians. They were mak- 


ing a film about an American ~ 


consul-general whoj_a hundred 
years ago, fell in love with a 
geisha girl. It is called “The 
Barbarian and the Geisha.” 

_In addition to this enormous 
American invasion there were 


. large numbers of American tour- 


ists in the town, most of them 
elderly women, writes R. J. Min- 
ney in “Tit-Bits.” 

A wonderful sight is the 
mountain of Fujiyama, only. 
sixty miles outside Tokyo. My 
plane -passed fairly close to it 
and it is quite awe-inspiring 
from the air. It is nearly 12,500 
feet high, the highest mountain 
in Japan. It is almost a perfect- 
ly symmetrical cone and the 
people regard it as sacred. They 
make pilgrimages to its top when 
it is free of snow, which is for 
only two months of the summer, 

It is in fact an extinct vol-. 
cano; the crater is 2,000 feet 
across, but you get no hint of 
this from the. drawings of the 
mountain which are put out in 
pictures and. are used also to 
decorate many articles manu- 
factured in Japan. 

You can see too many shrines 
and temples. Your mind gets 
muddled with it all, so I refused 
to do the full escorted tour by 
bus. I selected instead the four 
most inter€sting places and went 
to them by myself. 

One of them was the house of 
a nobleman, built of wood and 
paper 800 years ago, with a moat 
all round it. Very few private 
houses of that age survive in 
Europe; bere was a perfect ex- 
ample and I could visualize ex- 
actly how people lived at that 
time. 

About an hour away’by bus is 
a still earlier capital of Japan 
called Nara. This is a _ place 
chiefly of shrines and temples, 
and has the atmosphere of one 
of our smaller cathedral towns. 

‘Right in the middle of it is 
a vast unfenced deer park, 
atretching for 13,000 acres. The 


deer come out of it and roam 
through the streets, nuzzling up 
against you, hoping to be fed. 

You can crick your neck in 


Nara by gazing up at the largest . 


bronze Buddha in the world. It 
is seventy-one feet high. The 
face is three times as tall as the 
average man’s height — seven- 
teen feet; @ach eye is nearly 
four feet wide; the thumb is 5 
{t. 3 in. long. The devout were 
lighting joss sticks.and setting 
them up in front of the Buddha, 
much as one lights candles in 
France and Italy/ 


But the Shinto ‘shrines are the 


most picturesque. ‘Each is ap~-}: 


proached through at least-one 
saffron-coloured wooden arch- 
way, about ten feet high, made 
not circular but of cross bars. 

One of the shrines has a thous- 
énd such arches, each put uo by 
a man hoping to acquire merit. 
The arches are called Tories and 
the vista provided by them is 
most attractive and colourful. 

All the Shinto shrines, which 
are in fact temples, have girls 


- who sing and dance as part of 


the service. Some of the girls are 
extremely pretty; they aceom- 
pany themselves by beating on 
arums and cymbols. 

All round; on bushes and trees, 
one can see little knots of!paper 
—- they look like the twists of 
paper some women in England 
use for curling their hair. All 
these papers represent bad iuck. 


The people of the East are 
extremely superstitious; they 
frequently consult astrologers, 
Whenever they are told of some 
ill fortune that is likely to befall 
them, they instantly write out 
the evil tidings go to a temple 
and tie the paper on to a tree or 
a bush, That is their way of get- 
ting rid of it. 

Japanese pronunciation of our 
language differs from the Chin- 
ese in a curious way. The Chin- 
ese turn all our r’s into I's. The 


Japanese do the opposite. They - 


turn all the I's into r’s. A cloak- 
room becomes a “Croakroom.” 
An assistant in the BOAC office 
was talking to me about my 
“Fright.” As I wasn’t nervous 
1 wondered what he meant and 
then realilmd he was talking 
ebout the time of my flighth At 
the camera shop I was offered 
“A wide  surrection”—meaning, 
selection, But the word “grass- 
es” puzzled me in the ’plahexThe 
Japanese sitting beside me Qjeant 
he had to put on his glasgps to 
tead the menu. Se 

The Japanese language ts apt 
to puzzle a foreigner. I picked u 
a few essential words so that f 
could order a meal in a restaur- 
ant, but the words I learnt were 
inadequate. They required an 
“QO” to be stuck in front of them. 
“What's the ‘O’ for?” I asked a 
friend. “Oh, that’s for ‘Honour- 
able.” You can’t just order an 
egg or a plate of ham. You have 
to say ‘Bring me an honourable 
egg and an honourable plate 
of ham’.” 1 

From this journey into the 
interior I returned to Tokyo by 
train. I found the train extreme- 
ly clean (as in China) and sup- 
erbly comfortable, All the attend- 
ents were girls. They were dress- 
ed in sky-blue uniforms, close 
fitting, with white overlapping 
collars and cuffs. 

The meals were swiftly serv- 
ed, for there was one attendant 
for each passenger in the dining 
car. As a result they got. three 
services in within the hour. A 
slow eater seated beside me had 
his plate snatched away before 
he was finished; they could not 
afford to wait!

Castroville, a small commun- 
ity situated in Monterey Coun- 
ty, Calif., has a truly significant 
claim to fame—it’s called “The 
Artichoke Centre of the World.”

In Castroville, 20 feet above 
sea level, within a few miles of 
the Pacific Ocean, are found 
ideal climatic conditions — fre- 
quent fogs, soft sea breezes, and 
rich coastal soil,

It is the Globe or French arti- 
choke, a thistlelike perennial 
that covers almost 6,000 acres of 
this fertile land In 1922 the first 
plants were introduced. Today 
three packing houses are needed 
to pack and ship the abundant 
crop. The harvesting season be- 
gins about Sept. 1, and continues 
until about April 15, with two 
main crops during these months 
—one about Oct. 1, another near 
Jan. 1. * ‘ ‘ 


The fresh vegetable is often 
passed by for, to many, it seems 
difficult to prepare, when actu- 
ally the preparation is very 
simple. Trim the top third with 
a sharp knife (or scissors), 
which will remove the thorny 
tips. Then remove the outer 
course: leaves and trim stem to 
within an inch of the cluster.

Wash thoroughly in cold, salt- 
ed water, then place in a full 
kettle of boiling, salted water.

Younger Set Fashion Hint 
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Grinding A Scythe 


Comes now a letter from a 
fellow hack who asks what | 
know. about a rifle stick, for 
sharnening scythes. I have re- 
plied, stating there are better 
ways, and if he has any hand. 
mowing to do it is wel] to hire 
a big brute of a man with a 


, trong back. 


A rifle was, and is, an ubrasive 
device made by coating a little 
paddielike stick with sand or 
emery, and you are supposed to 
rub it around on the scythe to 
achieve sharpness. The hand 


that giveth can taketh away, 


lkowever, and the rifle will put 
a scythe on the blink just as 
fast. As there are folks who like 


Plain doughnuts and ballroom 


dancing, there are those who 
think a rifle is a good thing, and 
there is no accounting for tastes. 
The rifle would probably ope 


popular today if scything hadn't, 


fallen off as an exercise. 


Putting an edge on a hand- 
scythe was never a simple mat- 
ter, and it called for patience 
ond know-how, as well as a 
grindstone. True, there were in 


early days many scythes that - 
were never ground. They were . 


made of artfully tempered steel, 
softer than later scythes, and you 
sharpened them by gently 
pounding the edge on an anvil. 
You thus “drew” it to sharpness, 
and if you put a stone on them 
you'd spoil them. 

Such scythes are still used in 
Europe, and folks with old- 
country backgrounds remember 


. them fondly. Some of my Slovak 


neighbors have them, or wish 
they had, -But the harder tem- 


‘pered Yankee scythe required 


grinding, and a peculiarity of 
our domestic manufacture was 
that no scythemaker ever fourd 
out how to make a_ uniform 
temper. Scythes were as dif- 
ferent as could be. Some “held 
an edge, some wouldn’t even take 
an edge. , 

The best abrasive was a big 
grindstone, fairly fine. The little 
boy to crank it was essential. 


‘(Although when my time came 


I rigged a treadle on my grind- 
atone and turned it myself. T 
‘wanted my son to have happier 
memories; I hope he appreciates 
this.) Since the blade is as long 
as a saber, but shaped inwardly, 
the grinder has to work evenly 
along the entire length, and he 
has to keep a certain bevel. You 
avold a “shoulder”, The thing 
cannot be hurried, and plenty 
of water must be applied to 
the stone. An emery wheel 
should never be put to a scythe. 

What I'm leading up to is 
the little soft-pine stick that was 
essential to a true edge on a 
scythe. You try to tell anybody, 
today, that you sharpened a 


handscythe with a pine stick,

_ The grindstone should be turn- 
ed away from the edge Some 
said no, that you had to turn

into the edge — but they could 


never get a decent “wire edge" 
that way, so they were wrong. 
You must remember that a 
grindstone, big as it is, still is 
round and cuts in a concave 
manner, You don't get a V-edge, 
Lut a kind of'a V that has been 
bellied in a little. If the little 
boy holds out, you can eventual- 
ly get this pinch-in V_ along 
the entire Scythe, equal and un- 
varying. fee 

‘Then you rufi the stone gently 
along one whole side, from point 


to heel, and the thin-thin edge. 


will naturally turn slightly away 
‘from this action until you’ get 
this “wire-edge”. It is turned-up 
steel, less than tissue-thin, and 
if you seratch your thumbnail 
on it you can feel it. You can't 
see it. If you feel the edge with 
your thumb you find it just a 
shade less than sharp, because 
cf this wire idea. .Don’t feel too 
frisky, or you will have two 
thumbs where ore bloomed be- 
fore. Now you “hang” the blade 
to the sneath, and this is as 
delicate an instrument as setting 
a turret lathe. 

The haridies and harness on the 
sneath are adjustable, and you 
want to blade so your outstretch- 
ed right toe just toudhes the 
point when you hold the sneath 
against your belt. Very im- 
portant, for mowing is as balanc- 
ed as judo. Now you stand the 
sneath on end, so the heel of 
the blade is by your left shoulder, 
the point away from you (always 
keep it away from you)! And 
then you take the little soft-pine 
stick, about ten inches long, and 
rot much bigger than your 
thumb, and you “cuff off the 
wire edge.” 

At this time, anything like an 
abrasive would. ruin your edge. 
But the pine stick massages the 
vire wedge to ‘the ultimate 
desideratum, and you are ready 
to mow. : 

Assuming you do not find a 
length of fence wire, or an old 
mustard jar—or some such sure 
prise-—-you can mow all forenoon 
with relative ease. . 

Perhaps this exegesis ought 
to he filed in folklore, for the 
art of © ding a gcythe has 
almost passed. Too many jobs 
ure done today in haste, and 
grinding a scythe was slow and 
patient. If you got a poor edge, 
you fretted all day, Much better 
to spend the time at the stone 
and cuff off the wire edge. Many 
a mower knew his failings, and 
admitted he -couldn’t grind a 
scythe. 

Every town had an expert, and 
blades would be fetched to him 
by the unskilled. There was one 
such I knew, and I used to turn 
the stone for him sometimes, He 
never spoke while grinding un- 
less it was to say, “More water,” 
cr, “Not so fahst!” 

Carefully, proudly, he would 
bring the blade to a wire edge, 
and scratch his thumbnail on it. 
it would be done, and he would 
hand it to the owner with all 
the pomp of a mural unveiling, 
removing his pinch-nose  spec~ 
tacles and hanging them on a 
nail over his bench. The owner 
would thumb the blade, finding 
it perfect, and then the old man 
would say, “Now keep the rifle 
off'n it, or you'll spile it the first 
swipe!”
